Khrushchey emphasized that 
while the interests of other ma- 
jor nations have to be taken 
into account, the major re- 
sponsibility lay with Washing- 
ton and Moscow.

The report took note of slow 
initial progress in putting the 
bond funds to work, as has 
been reported previously by the 
Post-Dispatch, but expressed 
confidence that the pace now 
“is constantly accelerating.” 

Delay in the past was attrib- 


taining the services of qualified 
engineering and technical firms. 

Taking note of an inflation- 
ary price spiral in many fields, 
the report warned: “it may not 
be possible to complete all of 
the proposed bond issue public 
improvements with the funds 
available from the 1955 bond 
issue.” 

Of the amount spent or obli- 
gated, $7,438,809 came from the 
1955 bond issue and $2,515,193 
from the 1954 issue. That 
means 19 per cent of the 1955 
bond issue has been spent or 
committed for expenditure so 
far compared with 49 per cent 
of the earlier program. 


Largest item spent or obli- 
gated is $4,659,793, or 55 per 
cent, of the $8,500,000 that was 
included in the 1955 bond issue 
to cover the county’s share of 
the cost of acquiring rights of 
way for three major express- 
ways and the proposed Outer 
Belt, all of which were to be 
built under direction of the 
State Highway Commission with 
state and federal funds.

Next largest amount encum- 
bered or spent is $1,407,478, or 
14 per cent of a fund of $9.- 
837,000 included in the 1955 
bond issue for supplemental 
roads, bridges and grade cross- 
ings. 

Only road jobs in this cate- 
gory, which the report showed 
were completed, were West 
Florissant avenue between the 
St. Louis city limits and Jen- 
nings road, the intersection of 
Keller and Bauer roads and 
removal of the Rock Island 
railroad overpass abutments on 
Brentwood boulevard near the 
County Hospital.

Faubus was asked at a 
press conference to explain the |

deadlock. 

“We need a chance for tense- 
ness to be allayed,” he replied, 
“time for litigation and time for 
the people to accept peacefully 
what is being crammed down 
their throats at bayonet point.” 

He was asked if this meant 
the withdrawal of six Negro 
girls amd three boys who have 
been attending integrated classes 
at Central High under protec- 
tion of federal troops ordered 


here by President Eisenhower. 

“It’s possible,” the Governor | 
replied. 

Pressed on this point as to | 
whether any solution could be 
reached while the Negroes are 
in Central High, Gov. Faubus 
said: “I den't think it is pos- 
sible at this time with the Ne- 
groes in the school.” 

He said he was not “closing 
the door te the possibility of a 


compromise. because I don’t 


cluded students, teachers and 
possibly members of the mili- 
tary itself. 

(“I do not choose to release 
the names of the students at 
this time because they probably 
would be expelled,” Gov. Fau- 
bus told a press conference. 

(“If I named a teacher or 
teachers, they probably would 
be fired. If I name a soldier 
or soldiers, they probably would 
be court-martialed.”

A Third More Than 1955 Figures |:

CHICAGO, Oct. 9—New su- 
perhighways being built in the 
Chicago area are costing a third 
more now than they were | 
posed to two years ago. 

A bridge, built for the coun- 
ty highway system, that would 
have cost $330,757 two years 
ago costs the taxpayer $479,075 
today—an increase of 44 per 
cent. 

The tri-state route of the IIli- . 
nois toll road—supposed to | 
pg were A nal months ago— | 
costs $246,000,000 today, an wd 
crease of 42 per cent. 

This means that the seit 
building program here will fall 
far short of its goal. 

While the cost of building 
highways here was zooming 30 
to 40 per cent, the cost of food 

went up only 1 per cent. Hous- 
ing rose by 3 per cent and 
clothing 4 per cent, An auto- 
mobile, built for the new ex- 
pressways, increased from $1660 
to $1956 in two years—a rela- 
tively small 17 per cent. 

Highway engineers — faced 
with the task of building the 
new roads—shake their heads as 
they find their estimates falling 
far below actual construction 
costs. 

More Money Needed. 

Said one engineer: “I don’t 
know how we're going to build 
what we planned on building 
with the money we've got. If 
we're going to get these roads 
finished we'll just have to put 
up more money.” 

Where is it going? What are 
some of the items that have 
jacked highway building costs 
so high? Here are some glar- 
ing examples of skyrocketing 
costs: 

Two years ago, every square 
yard of 10-inch paveemnt cost 
the county highway department, 
$5.85. Today it costs $7.15 a 
square yard—up 22 per cent. 

Two years ago concrete— 
used in bridges, ramps, and re- 
taining walls——cost the coun- 
ty $53.80 a cubic yard. Today 
the same material runs $73.50 
—a 38 per cent climb. 

Two years ago, structural 

steel — fabricated. and put in 
place—cost 14 cents a pound. 
Today the same steel costs the 
taxpayer 20 cents—a 42 per 
cent jump. 
Two years ago the cost of 
highway excavation was $1.07 
a cubic yard. Today that same 
job comes to $1.85—a 60 per 
cent increase. 


Costs Still Rising. 
These costs are still rising. 
Added together they can mean 
the difference between building 
a section of road or leaving it 
on the drawing board.

HE Soviet satellite launching, coming on the heels of the 
Soviet intercontinental missile test, poses a simple question: 
Will the American Government now tell the American 


people the blunt, unpleasant truth about the race for the decisive 
weapons of the future, the ballistic missiles? 


In recent years, the American 
Government has followed a con- 
scious policy of concealing or 
muffling the facts about that 
race. The Government, more- 
over, has not had to guess about 
the facts. 

How the Government has 
known has at last been made ob- 
vious in the recent official 
acknowledgement of the exist- 
ence of a°radar tracing system 
with a range of 3000 miles. Ra- 
dar with such a range can de- 
tect missile firings anywhere in 
the Soviet Union. The tracking 
system makes it possible to de- 
tect, not only the firing of a 
Soviet migsile, but the place of 
origin, the area of impact. the 
altitude, vélocity and general 
configuration. 

The recent Soviet announce- 
ment of the firing of an inter- 
continental missile (which was 
in fact far more strategically 
significant than the satellite 
launching) came as no surprise 
to the Government. ‘For the 

radar system had already picked 
up the tracks of multi-staged, 
long-range ballistic missiles 
{fired from the Soviet missile

In 1953 and again in 1954, 
the intelligenee reported that 
the Soviets had« begun testing 
medium-range ballistic mis- 
siles, As a result of these re- 
ports the radar tracking system 
was established in 1955. Almost 
on the day it opened it began 
to pick up numerous flight 
tests of Soviet missiles, thus 
confirming the previous intelli- 
gence reports. Thereafter, the 
Soviet tests reached the aston- 
ishing rate of five a month and 
more. 

For reasons which will be ex- 


amined in another report, this 
| country failed to embark on a 
really serious missile effort 
until 1954. Thus the American 
Government has known beyond 
question that the Soviet stra- 
tegic missile project had al- 
ready reached the testing stage 
before the equivalent Ameri- 
can effort even got under way. 
But no effort of any sort was 
| made to alert the country to the 
| meaning of this situation, or to 
require of the coufitry the kind 
of massive effort needed to 
| overcome the Soviet lead. 

Other Hidden Facts. 

| The American Government 
'has known plenty of other 
facts, well known to the So- 


viets, but concealed from this | 


country. It has known, for ex- 
ample, from the configuration 
and performance of the Soviet 
missiles, that the Soviets have 
perfected a rocket motor with 
an initial thrust of more than 
250,000 pounds—about double 
the power of the most powerful 
American motor.

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Time to Face It 

Soviet Russia’s orbiting satellite demonstrates 
unmistakably that we must never underestimate 
the capacity of a ruthless totalitarian state to 
challenge our supremacy in military and scien- 
tific fields. It presents again—but this time 
with a new and more pressing emphasis—the 
double question: How badly are the economy 
cuts damaging our national defense and what 
can be done about it? 

It is to be readily conceded that Soviet Russia 
can achieve some of its goals, especially military 
ones, more easily than can a democracy. A dic- 
tatorship does not hesitate to channel human 
and material resources toward the state’s de- 
sired goals with utter disregard for its people. 
In the United States the handicaps that go with 
a democracy are willingly accepted because of 
a love of freedom and a firm belief in the dig- 
nity of the individual. 

The slow processes of democracy are apparent 
in Congress. Added to them are such handicaps 
as lobbying, a sometimes indifferent or sleeping 
public opinion, the pinch of high taxes, the 
specter of inflation and the jealousies and tra- 
ditions of the three armed services, to say noth- 
ing of ever-present politics. 

It has taken the 184-pound artificial moon, 
zooming around the earth at 18,000 miles an 
hour with a made-in-Moscow label on it, to 
awaken many people to the national defense sit- 
uation and the virile Soviet Union. 

Granted that the Administration must operate 
the national defense program within the appro 
priations which are obtained from Congress. But 
it cannot be granted that Secretary of Defense 
Wilson is right when he explains the military 
economies are doing no harm because the na- 
tion's military might “is getting more powerful 
all the time.” If the defense situation were put 
squarely before the people could Secretary Wil- 
son then assert again that “obviously the people 
are in no mood to spend more dollars?”

As the Soviet satellite whirls 560 miles over- 
head, emitting its beeps, gurgles and whistles, 
the all-important matter of research and devel- 
opment comes to the fore. In his budget mes- 
sage last January, President Eisenhower said: 
“A steady research and development effort must 
be maintained over the years to assure a con- 
stant flow of new and more effective weapons 
for the future.” That was a mild enough state- 
ment for this period of overlap between a con- 
ventional warfare establishment and a burgeon- 
ing new type of strategic planning with robot 
and nuclear weapons in the ascendancy. 

Yet only eight months later Secretary Wilson’s 
economy campaign called for a 10 per cent cut 
across the board of all research and development 
projects. That was rougher than it sounded be- 
cause approximately a third of those funds are 
needed for overhead and when a 10 per cent cut 
is applied to the balance, the effect is concen- 
trated on end projects. This cut came in the 
face of the resignation a year earlier of Trevor 
Gardner as Assistant Secretary of the Air Force 
for Research because he felt the United States 
was lagging in funds for research. 

The advent since World War II of a wide- 
spread and rapidly developing military tech- 
nology has made research and development of 
prime importance throughout our military estab- 
lishment which, it must not be forgotten, in- 
cludes such “delivery” systems as the Strategic 
Air Command, overseas missile bases, carrier- 
based planes and atomic submarines capable of 
firing missiles into inland cities. Not to be for- 
gotten either is the intercontinental ballistic 
missile which Soviet Russia claims to have fired 
successfully but which we do not possess even 
in successful prototype. 

- * - 

The man-made satellite now circling the world 
is net a military weapon but a research vehicle. 
But the rocket which carried it aloft fathers the 
suspicion that Moscow is considerably farther 
along with its ICBM than had been thought in 
this country. It should be a reminder of those 
sad days of postwar economizing that began late 
in August 1945 and cut short some major mil- 
itary research, The end of the Korean War 
brought more such cuts in vital research. 

In the absence of a firm and safeguarded dis- 
armament agreement it is absolutely vital for 
the nation to lead in such research. Moscow’s- 
satellite argues most strongly that we do not 
lead. The American reaction should be twofold: 
first, to renew, with fresh ideas and a more 
flexible approach, the effort to attain a “starter” 
disarmament agreement; and second, pending 
that agreement, to recapture without delay the 
defense position we do not dare relinquish. 

Although it is impossible to say just what 
amount of money is the bare minimum or the 
maximum for national defense, it is up to the 
Eisenhower Administration now to prove that 
$38 billion is enough for national security. If 
it is enough, there is another question to be an- 
swered: Is our defense structure ready to meet 
any emergency? 
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Caste Shame in India 

“It is terrible,” said Prime Minister Nehru. 
“How can we progress if we are so primitive and 
foolish?” 

India’s leader was speaking about the caste 
war in the Madras region and terrible it is. At 
least 40 persons have been killed in the violent 
outbreaks. Homes have gone up in flames. 
Places of worship have been violated. Armed 
bands and the police have fought time after 
time. 

And why? A politician of the Maravar Hindu 
caste is said to have been insulted by an un- 
touchable Harijan. Since the Maravars resent 
the conversion to Christianity of many Harijans, 
religious rivalry comes into the ill-feeling. So 
do economics and politics. 

Fortunately there is less caste and caste war 
in free India than in the old. The fighting and 
violence that sadden pacific Nehru are the most 
serious in a long time. May the next interval 
stretch indefinitely into the future. 
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Sleeping Is No Vacation 

An Indiana woman has given up the idea of 
spending at least five days of her vacation in 
hypnotic sleep—just for a good rest. The deci- 
sion seems a sound one. 

A great deal, of course, has been said in favor 
of sleep—especially by poets. Gentle sleep, 
they have called it, balm for the lonely, mercy 
for the anguished, rest for the weary, justice 
for the oppressed, gold for the poor, meat for 
the hungry, drink for the thirsty. No doubt, it 
may be all these and more. Through its gate 
one also may enter, as Byron said, “its own 
world ... @ wide realm of wild reality.” 

But need it be added that, for all their ability 

_ to read the secrets of the heart and to charm the 
plodding mind, poets are given to over-enthusi- 
asm? While-a man needs a daily dose of “Na- 
ture’s sweet restorer,” he might heed old Ho- 
mer’s advice: “It does not become a man of 
counsel to sleep the whole night through.” Plato 
was even more specific when he said that “no 
one when asleep is good for anything.” 

What of sleeping away a third of a short- 


enough life? Unless a man is a dreamer—and 
day-dreaming, too, is possible—what can he do 
while he is asleep? Abdicate to the ever-work- 
ing Subconscious Mind which he never met? 

Really, there is no point arguing. Everyone 
to his tastes. But we are glad that the lady in 
Indiana decided not to sleep away a goodly part 
of her vacation. Fishing’s more fun. 
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Hoffa’s Campaign Plans 
The Teamsters borrowed trouble when 
made James R. Hoffa their president despite 
warning of George Meany, president of the AFL- 
CIO. But Hoffa and his new executive assistant, 
Harold J. Gibbons of St. Louis, apparently feel 
that the national federation will be borrowing 


even more trouble if it seeks to expel their 


union. In fact, Hoffa seems to believe he can 
keep the Teamsters in the federation in spite of 
charges of corrupt domination. 

Due in court on Oct. 15 on wire-tapping 
charges, Hoffa still hopes to appear before the 
AFL-CIO Executive Council on Oct. 24 to argue 
that the Teamsters’ recent convention made a 
substantial start on cleaning its house. He can 
say that Dave Beck was ousted before the ex- 
piration of his term, and he also can cite the 
ouster of other top officials, especially Frank 
W. Brewster of Seattle and Sidney L. Brennan 
of Minneapolis. And he can point out that 
Johnny Dio’s New York “paper” locals were re- 
fused seats in the convention. But in the opinion 
of men like Meany, Hoffa's election may offset 
all this. 

If the Executive Council suspends the Team- 
sters, Hoffa will go to the AFL-CIO convention 
to fight against ratification of the expulsion. He 
already has the support of Maurice A. Hutche- 
son, head of the Carpenters. He is looking for 
more backing. 

It will not be easy to win sufficient support; 
but it may not be impossible. The Teamsters 
often are in a position to make or break the 
strikes and organizing efforts of other unions 
by respecting or crossing their picket lines. That 
is why a number of other unions have mutual 
aid pacts with the Teamsters. And these offer 
Hoffa an opportunity to exert pressure. 

Further, the AFL-CIO has not yet reached its 
second birthday, and the national merger has 
not yet been completed everywhere on the local 
level. Here the Hoffa forces see another op 
portunity. 


So while AFL-CIO leaders are outraged by 
Hoffa's flip defiance, they also are aware of the 
difficulties which may confront them. Their 
own influence may be severely tested. 
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United We Give 


The third United Fund campaign opens with 
two years of achievement behind it. The fact 
that it has been done twice before is evidence 
that it can be done again. 

Few if any St. Louisans, we should think, 
would want to return to the old order of multi- 
ple drives—costly, exhausting and irritating— 
before the United Fund took over.

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Camps for Young Citizens 
The idea of using abandoned military instal- 
lations as summer camps for boys, as proposed 
by Govs. Harriman of New York and Leader of 
Pennsylvania, is an extraordinarily happy one. 
A share in the credit for it goes also to Gen. 
Mark W. Clark, president of the Citadel, mili- 
tary college in Charleston, S.C., who had urged 
use of the bases for recreational purposes. 
Mayor David L. Lawrence of Pittsburgh puts 
the economics of the matter—human and finan- 
cial—very well indeed when he Says: 


Instead of tearing down these facilities 
and selling their equipment as junk or at a 
ridiculous fraction of their cost, we want to 
use them to build citizenship. 


Hundreds of millions of dollars lie invested. 
And as Gov. Leader says, the existing organ- 
izations — Boy Scouts and others—cannot, in 
combination, provide camping opportunities for 
all the boys who would otherwise remain city- 
bound next summer in urban and suburban 
centers throughout our broad land. 

The Civilian Conservation Corps, formed in 
the early days of Franklin D. Roosevelt’s New 
Deal, demonstrated a lot about making the most 
of our youth. Young people in healthful out- 
door surroundings made themselves remarkably 
useful. The country still has reason, in the 
form of buildings at state parks, bridges and 
many other useful products of their industry, to 
be grateful to them today. 

What we learned from the CCC, unfortunate- 
ly, we did not put to further practice. This use- 
ful device for cultivating fine young Americans 
was allowed to go by the board as the need of 
it to create employment went by. The idleness 
of some of our Army, Navy and Air Force in- 
stallations, present and prospective, will give 
us a second chance to put to continuing use the 
lesson we learned, and failed to follow through 
on, more than a quarter of a century ago.

Little Rock Mayor Woodrow Wilson 
Mann proved to have little influence 
even in his own city. 

Ex-Gov. Sid McMath, his old follow- 
ing shrunken mostly to a bloc of union 
and Negro voters, was almost equally 
ineffectual.

Political Background of the State

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It possesses no political personalities 
of stature to the

Teachers’ salaries, running about 
$2400 yearly, were increased by an aver- 
age of $800. The integration-segregation 
issue was not raised. 

“At this point,” says Joshua Shep- 
herd, “Mr. Faubus had done more for 
education than any Arkansas Governor 
of this century.” 


Governor’s Record on Education 


Suddenly came the Governor’s abor- 
tive effort to bar Negroes from Central 
High, soon followed by the threat that 
the Legislature would be asked to tam- 
per with the public school system. “I 
was shocked,” says Joshua Shepherd. 


Mr. Shepherd is a president-emeritus 
of the Little Rock amber of Com- 
merce; so are a score of other business 
men. Twice last week they all huddled, 
met again and without a single objec- 
tion issued to the press a mild-sounding 
statement that it would be “unwise” for 
the Governor to call a special session 
of the Legislature “while emotions are 
aroused and the situation is yet tense.” 

Joshua Shepherd was one who ducked 
into the Governor’s office for a private 
talk. “I spoke to him as a friend, but 
I'm more of a friend to the public 
schools than to any man,” says Mr. Shep- 
herd, thumping the table in emphasis. 

“I very frankly reminded the Gov- 
ernor that he himself had said he had 
only asked the Federal Government for 
time to resolve the school crisis. I told 
him now we were asking for time, and 
that if he called a hasty session he 
would belie and repudiate his prin- 
ciples.”

The Missouri Conservation 
Commission estimates that 
about 78,000 quail hunters took 
home some 1,350,000 birds last 
season, a sharp increase over 
the number bagged during the 
drouth years. This year the kill 
again should run well over the 
million mark. Bag limits remain 
the same—eight daily and eight 
in possession. The season opens 
Nov. 10 and closes Dec. 31. 

There will be plenty of birds 
but finding them will be a prob- 
lem. Excessive during 
the spring growing months pro- 
duced a rank vegetative growth 
that in some areas is almost 
as dense as that found in the 
tropical jungles. 

In S leetende of Southeast 
Missouri, where land was idle 
because of crop controls 9r 
flooded conditions, there are 
tangled thickets that will defy 
penetration by man or dog. It 
will take many heavy succes- 
sive frosts to beat down this 
intense growth and it will be 
late February before these 
areas can be successfully hunted. 
It will be too late to benefit 
the quail hunters this season 
but the heavy protective cover 
will assure a carry-over of 
brood stock for next year. It 
also will protect the rabbit pop- 
ulation from the predators, and 
the January and February bag 
of bunnies should be the best 
in many years. 

Nesting Delayed by Rains. 

The peak of the nesting sea- 
son was much later this year 
because of the heavy rains dur-| 
ing late spring, according to 
Larry Gale, chief of the Fish 
and Game Division. Some nests 
were washed away, causing re-

on any given area. Pastures 
will support only so many head 
of cattle. Farm ponds will pro- 
duce only so many pounds of 
fish. The same rule-of-thumb 
applies to quail populations. 
Quail Thrive in Ozarks. 

Clean farming has done more 
to decrease the quail numbers 
than have the hunters, preda- 
tors and weather conditions 
combined. In states where there 
is intensive farming quail are 
nearly non-existent. Some states 
have placed them on the song- 
bird list and do not have an 
open season. In the Ozarks 
where there are countless small 
farm units, bobwhite has held 
its own except in the drouth 
years. Illinois and Arkansas re- 
ports indicate larger quail pop- 
ulations than those of last year. 
Much of the hunters’ success 
this season will depend on the 
caliber of their dogs. Extreme 
dry weather in November and 
December also could be a fac- 
tor. A bold, brush-slashing dog 
that will penetrate the heavy 
undergrowth will produce birds. 
The timid animal that potters 
around in the harvested mead- 
owlands will be a disappoint- 
ment. December hunters will 
find more coveys as a rule than 
those who go afield in early 
November. Young birds and 
heavy cover will seriously 
handicap the hunter at the out- 
set of the season. 

At best the outlook is “spot- 
ted,” but many areas that have 
been free of floods and heavy 
spring rains will furnish the 
finest shooting in the last six 
years. Now is a good time to 
start your fall survey and locate 
these areas. Knowledge of hunt- 
ing terrain is essential if the 
days afield are to be productive 
and pleasant. !

BRUCKER SAYS 
GUARD WONT CO, 
BELOW 400,00 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 9 
(AP)—Secretary of the Army 
Wilber M. Brucker pledged yes- 
terday National Guard man- 
power would not drop below 
400,000. 

In several statemerts through- 
out his speech to the National 
Guard Association Brucker 
sought to set at ease the feeling 
of many Guard officers concern- 
ing the scaling down of reserve 
forces strength. 

“This breaking up of the 
Guard—it will not be done,” he 
declared. 

The present strength is 418,- 
000 and it will be reduced to 
400,000 by December. 

Brucker outlined also the 

s of military conversion 
to the pentomic concept of war- 
fare. This involves conversion 
of a division into five battle 
groups capable of moving rap- 
idly and maintaining communi- 
cation over the battlefield thou- 
sands of miles. 

Modern weapons, including | 
inter-continental missiles, de- 
crease the need for great num- 
bers of men, Brucker said. He 
cited the Army’s Corporal 
rocket, in operation since 1953, 
and said it has a power punch 
of more than 75 miles. 

“Just four Corporal battalions 
have more firepower than all 
of our World War II artillery 
units combined,” the Secretary | 
said. 

Brucker stressed, however, the 
need for the individual soldier. 

“Man is the ultimate weapon,” 
he said. “Missiles may come 
and go, but the individual man 
will go on.’ 

Brucker told the association | 
that the American G.I, may 
soon be wired for sound. 

“A helmet radio for the indi- 
vidual soldier, which may be- 
come standard equipment for 
combat troops, is already in ex- 
perimental use,” he said.

As an individual, Kanno’s life 
has been much like that of any 
other young Californian of his 
period. He was born in nearby 
Santa Ana. His ancestors were 
farmers in the Fukushima pre- 
fecture of Japan. He attended

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Barred by Cafe, Ghana Official 
Invited to Eat With Eisenhower 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9 (AP)— 

K. A, Gbedemah, Ghana's fi- 
nance minister, was refused 
service in a Dover (Del.) res- 
taurant because of his color, 
canceled plans to leave for 
home today in order to break- 
fast with President Eisenhow- 
er in the White House tomor- 
row. 
The White House said “of 
course” the invitation to the 
Negro republic official was 
prompted by the incident. 

James C. Hagerty, White 
House press secretary, said in 
answer to a question that the 
President's, invitation reflected 
his reaction to the incident. 

Gbedemah reported he was 
told by a waitress at the restau- 
rant that “colored people are 
not allowed to eat here.” 

Gbedemah, a highly educated 
man who speaks English, re- 
ported the incident. It was 
confirmed in Dover by Howard 
Cook, who operates the restau- 
rant under a Howard Johnson 
franchise. 

Hagerty said Gbedemah had 
filed no protest at the State 
Department. The breakfast in- 
vitation was extended by the 
State Department at Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s request. 

The State Department said 
publicly that it “greatly regrets 
that this incident has ocurred 
involving a good friend and a 
distinguished visitor.” A spokes- 
man said this regret had been 
given formally to the Ghana 
government through its newly 
established embassy here. 


Press officer Jameson Park- 
er told reporters also that de- 
partment officials have called 
attention of Howard Johnson of- 
ficials to the incident. 


Gbedemanh had Vice President 
Nixon as a luncheon guest at 
his home in Africa last March, 
and last month he was a guest 
at Nixon’s home here. Others 
at the informal gathering in 
Nixon’s home Sept. 26 included 
former Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York. 


Gbedemah is considered one 
of the most powerful men in 
the Gold Coast nation, next to 
Prime Minister Nkrumah. Ghana 
itself, because of its new inde- 
pendence, wields much in- 
fluence among many African 
and Asian nations. 

Gbedemah said the incident 
occurred Monday while he was 
driving to Maryland State Col- 
lege in Princess Anne, Md., to 
attend a meeting in his honor. 

“I stopped at Howard John- 
son's at Dover, Del., with my 
private secretary, Bill Suther- 
Jand,” he said. Sutherland, an 
American, also is a Negro. 

“We went in and ordered two 
glasses of orange juice at the 
counter. The waitress brought it 
—all wrapped up. I said “we 
want to drink it here.’” 

“Colored people are not al- 
lowéd to eat in here,” Gbhede- 
man said the girl told him. 

“I said, ‘What, in America? 
I'm amazed to hear this.’” 

He said the girl “seemed em- 
barrassed” and called the man- 
ager.

TRUCK RUNS WILD, HITS her apartment moments before 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 9 
(AP)—A device described as a 
four-stage rocket is being test- 
ed at Redstone arsenal in prep- 
aration for a hoped-for shot 
4000 miles into space, the Bir- 
mingham News said today. 

The device resembles a clus- 
ter of stovepipes dangling be- 
hind a giant balloon and will 
be launched from Eniwetock 
atoll in the Pacific within a few 
weeks, the News said. 


News staffer Steve Yates de- 
scribed the device as a four- 
stage rocket which will be lift- 
ed by the balloon to 100,000 
feet. This would be above 90 
per cent of the earth’s atmo- 
sphere. The device then would 
be sped by rockets at 17,000 
miles an hour into the upper 
reaches, the story said. 

Redstone arsenal, site of the 
Army ballistics missile agency, 
is at Hun e, Ala. - 

The news story said the bal- 
loon and the last of the four 
rockets would carry special 
radio, photographic and other 


equipment for exploring the 
mysteries of space. 

The story said the first two 
stages of the rocket would con- 
sist of five recruit solid pro- 
pellant rocked engines. These 
were developed by Thiokol 
Chemical Corp.’s Redstone di- 
vision. Four are to be used in 
the first stage for the critical 
take-off and one in the second, 
the News said. 

The over-all length of the 
rocket was described as 23 
feet. Its weight was reported 
at 2900 pounds. The device is 
to be borne aloft by a 1500- 
pound, 200-foot diameter bal- 
loon developed by General 
Mills and tested last June 28, 
the ey said.
